Chicago, Aug. 164.—1If the auto- 
mobiles in Illinois could be dis- 
tributed cqually among the pco- 
ple, the entire population of the 
state could be loaded in them at 
one time and taken for a ride. 

There is one automobile for 
every six persons, or, to be more 
exact, one for every 5.5 persons, 
Secretary of State Louis L. Emer- 
son points out. Last year 1,278 
114 motor vehicles were registered 
and this number will be exceeded 
this year by probably 150,000. 

The automobilists are contribut- 
ing $13,000,000 annually, and since 
1917 they have paid in more than 
the principal of the original $60,- 
000,000 bond issue for the con- 
struction of hard roads. 

Illinois ranks fourth in the 

* country in the total number of 
motor vehicles, but it is twenty- 
second in per capita ownership. If 
the per capita ratio in Illinois were 
the same as it is in California, one 
car to every 2.9 persons, there 
would be almost twice as many 
cars on the highways of the state 
as there are now.

Other parts have to do with 
eertain classifications of vehicles, 
such as trucks used for hauling 
freight and buses used for trans- 
porting passengers. 

Sections 3 to 16 relate to issu- 
ance and revocation of operators’ 
licenseS and make it unlawful to 
operate a motor vehicle without 
an operator's license. An opera- 
tor under 21 is not permitted to 
drive a for-hire vehicle. An op- 
erator under 18 is prohibited from 
driving a truck having a capacity 
greater than four tons. 

The code would make it manda- 
for every motor’ vehicle 
owner to have a certificate of title, 
a new requirement in this state. 
The certificate would cest $1 and 
would be good for the life of the 
vehicle, so long as it is held by the 
original owner. The certificate

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“Rubber From the Philippimes 


gee or later the United States is going to get most 
of its rubber from the Philippine Islands. Whether 
sooner or later depends on the attitude of the insular Legis- 
lature. If the people of the islands desire to give due 
encouragement, they can easily build up an industry that 
will make their country prosperous. If they continue their 
attitude of suspicion, they will see this prospective industry 
go. elsewhere. 

At the present time there is a law on the Philippine 
statute books forbidding the cultivation of rubber in areas 
of more than 500 acres by one company. Rubber cannot 
profitably be grown on so small = area in a way to make 
the industry attractive to important operators. The idea is 
to keep rubber cultivation in the Rands of the small land- 
owner. Actually production on this scale would probably 
make the product expensive and would prevent the building 
up of a really important industry in the islands. . 

There has recently been introduced into the Philippine 
Legislature a bill providing for the leasing of a maximum 
of 450,000 acres of land to a single corporation for the pur- 
pose of rubber growing. Swch land is leased for a period of 
seventy-five years, when it reverts to the government. The 
bill further provides that 61 per cent. of the stock of any 
such corporation must be owned by citizens of the United 
States or of the Philippines. Further it is stipulated that 
no individual plantation shall embody more than 50,000 
acres and that plantations owned by the same company 
must be separated by at least a distance of one mile. In 
other words 50,000 acres is the maximum that is allowed 
in a single operation. 

Such a bill as this would seem to serve every purpose 
of protecting the interests of small rubber growers. Even 
with the maximum holding allowed, no company could obtain 
a monopoly of the rubber industry in the islands. It is to|‘ 
be hoped that the Philippine Legislature will sanction this 
measure, which would undoubtedly give us a crude rubber 
supply under our own flag within a reasonably short time. 
‘We must remember, however, that even under the most 
favorable conditions it takes five years to bring a rubber 
tree into bearing.

Patent Protection 

N a case recently decided in New York state, a patent! 

infringement was found because the defendant supplied 

parts which, assembled by the purchaser, produced a device 
similar to a patented article. 

This point of protection under the patent laws seems 
to be pretty well established. Some years ago a hardware 
company in New York began selling its customers lengths of 
chain which could be quickly assembled into a device per- 
forming the same function as a Weed chain. The company | 
made no attempt to assemble the complete chain, but the 
mere selling of parts that could be brought together into a) 
Substitute for a patented device was held infringement. 

In the recent case the court cited the claims covering 
each part in the patented device and found that: ‘When 
the defendant sold all of these parts to a purchaser there 
was a direct infringement of patent.” 

This appears to be an additional precedent, which 
will be much used in automotive litigation along similar 
lines. 


When the Canadian government some months ago 
announced its tariff reduction on motor cars, the wail that 
went up from the Dominion’s infant industry was pathetic. 
Ruin, was the mildest prediction made. As a matter of fact 
no such calamity has come about. During the first six 
months of 1926 the Canadian industry built and sold in its 
home markets more cars than were produced during the 

entire twelve months of 1925. Prospects now are that the 
Canadian industry will go along on a very satisfactory basis.

The outstanding gain of the 
automotive group was recorded in 
the exports of Ameriean motor 
trucks, which jumped 612 per cent. 
in the last four years. Sales abroad 
in the last fiscal year totaled 
$46,500,000 as compared with 3$25,- 
000,000 in 1924-1925, and $6,500,- 
000 in 1921-1922. 

American tires and other rubber 
manufactures show an iiucrease of 
89 per cent. over 1921-1922. ‘Tutal 
shipments abroad in the last fiscal 
year amounted to $58,800,000 as 
against $43,600,000 in 1924-1925, 
and $31,000,000 in the _ earlier 
period. 

The percentage of increase in 
the sale of passenger cars abroad 
—412 per cent.—is greater thun 
any other American manufac- 
tured export, the greatest volume 
of sales being refined mincral 
oils, with a total of $462,900,600, 
which, however, shows only a 52 
per cent. gain over 1921-1922. 

It is evident that the American 
manufacturer of motor vehicles and 
other finished products has dis- 
posed of sundry tattered scarecrows 
which used to startle his timid 
predecessors they ventured 
along strange paths of export. 

‘Regardless of depreciated Eu- 
ropean currencies and low wages, 
the intelligence and _ resourceful 
adaptability of the American man- 
ufacturer, backed by a firm policy 
as to quality in goods and services 
as against cut prices, have made a 
place overseas for American wares 
which bids fare continue its 
steady growth.

compliance with every inspired, ul- 
terior demand, our manufacturers 
are making effective efforts to 
stimulate new desires which can 
best be met by the specialties of 
American industries.

agents abroad, the 
specialized advertising 
through the aid of export adver- 
tising experts, and the skilled 
analysis of foreign markets—these 
details are now giving him quite 
as much econcern in his foreign 
plans as they have long command- 
ed in domestic trade. 

The rapidity of this progress in 
our manufactured exports should 
certainly not stimulate.any smug 
complacency on our part. Success 
in foreign trade has always been 
contingent upon resourceful vigil- 
ance and with the continued eco- 
nomic uncertainties of Europe and 
in view of their far-flung reactions, 
this is emphatically 
alert watchfulness on the part of 
our merchants and manufacturers. 

Far from menacing the future of 
our manufactured exports there is 
absolutely no question but that the 
recovery of Europe implies several 
vital economic elemenis in favor of 
our trade in fabricated wares. A
